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Barristers for his attendance at each Registry Sessmis herembefore 
appomted to'he held-, andeoery such Assistant Barrister shall, after the 
termmation of his last sittings lay or cause to be laid before the said Lord 
Lieutenant a statement of the mmher of days during which he shall 
have been employed, and an account of the travelling and other expenses 5 
incurred by him in respect of such employment, and suck Lord Lieu- 
tenant shall make an order for the amount to be paid to such Assistant 
Barrister outof the Consolidated Lund of theXJmted Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland. 

And be it Enacted, That the expenses of printing and posting the 10 
notices^ and of providing and printing the lists and copies of the 
register herein directed, shall be defrayed, in the first instance, by the 
several Clerks of the Peace; and the Grand Jury of each County or 
Town are hereby required at the next presenting term after such 
expenses have been incurred, to present, to be levied in the same 15 
manner as other sums are authorized to be presented by sudi Grand 
Juries, all such reasonable and necessary expenses as have been 
defrayed by such Clerks of the Peace respectively, which sums shall 
be paid to the Clerks of the Peace ; and every such Grand Jury shall 
also present a sum to be paid to such Clerks of the Peace as a remu- 20 
neration for their attendance at the Registry Sessions and upon the 
Court of Appeal, which sum shall in no case exceed the amount which 
would arise from allowing One Guinea per day to each Clerk of the 
Peace for each day’s actual attendance upon such Registry Sessions, 
and upon the Court of Appeal. 25. 

And be it Enacted, That every person whose name shall be regis- 
teied under this Act shall be exempted from the payment of any fee 
whatever in respect of such registry. 

And be ii Enacted, That every session to be held for the revision 
of the Lists and Registry of Voters according to this Act, shall be 30 
deemed a Court of Record, and that it shall be lawful for every 
Assistant Barrister before whom such Court shall be held, and for the
